Delegates eventually found that no crime 
could be ‘proved against the Baruche; 
but the Delegates. of the Greek Govern 
ment and-of the  Patriareh-. demurred 
to the declaration of their’ colleagnes, 
amd as Mr. Baratch, as also his eldest’ son 
and daughter are fireek subjects, she) were 
transferred to Corfu, where they were kept 
in prison vutil the beginning of this month.

which did not evén state the salary and duties of the office, and which your 
correspondent, Mr, Guedalla, rightly characterized as absurd ; secondly, it is 
whispered that the aspirant to the office is a protégé of o large section 
of the Elders, and that bis selection was, from the first, a foregone con- 
clusion ; and, thirdly, it ia stated that a miserable stipend, equal to that of a 
second-rate City clerk, is to be offered to the gentleman who is to fill the highest 
ecclesiastical office of the congregation—an office which, in addition to its reli- 
gious responsibélitics, involves no inconsiderable social duties. Are these rumoure 
without foundation?

A meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and Poriugnese Congregation was 
held on Monday last at the Vestry Room, Bovis Marks, for the election of ten 
gentlemen as “ Assessors * to asseas the new Fintafor the present year and the 
year ensuing. The Finta was first instituted at a meeting of the heads of 
families in the year 5467 (1707), for the purpose of providing funds to meet 
the expenses of the synagogue, as well as for the assistance of the poor. The 
maximum amount was fixed.at £600 per annum, but subsequently in 1810 was 
increased to £1,400 per annum. One of the laws regulating the payment of 


Pinta states ‘‘in case of any person evading the payment of the naid Finta — 


every such person shall be considered as committing an offence of withholding 


October 


the money of the poor.” Any person refusing to serve as * Fintadore ”’ is liable 
toa fine of £5. There were present at the meeting, Mr. DANIEL CasTexvo in the 
Chair; Messrs, Enrico Arbib, 8. Bonny, S. O. Carwalho, janr.,'1. Ezekiel, A, L. 
Henry, A. Kursheedt, Joshua M. Levy, J. N. Lindo, A. Mocatta, J: P. Paiba,

THE LATE DEAN STANLEY ON THE JUDENHETZE IN GERMANY 


The following is a copy of a letter written by the late Dean Stanley to 
Canon Jenkins with reference to the Jew-baiting in Germany. Canon Jenkins 
had proposed the establishment of an Appellate Tribunal to whom the question 
of the treatment of the Jews should be referred. This scheme had been 


advocated by the late dean in an article published in Macmillan’s Magazine |

My dear Canon,—I would gladly do anything to stay this attack ona the Jews, 
but I hesitate to interfere with a foreign European state. It is so difficult for us 


to judge of the reasons which prevail, and which, be they bad or good, should be— 


understood, The same hesitation occurs with respect to France and the religious 
orders, To us the whole question seems absurd—absurd for ths French Government 
to ask for the authorization of the Orders, and absurd for the Orders to refuse the 
request, Bat there are notwithstanding, arguments on both sides, 

Again, is it necessary’ The Crown Prince and Crown Princess are certainly 
against this persecution and so probably isthe Emperor. 

In short, I think, it would 
welcome to the bulk of the Jews 

I wish sincerely that there 
adopted. Bat will not the extreme party immediately reject the decision of any 
euch tribunal? I begin to think that there is a spirit of unreason in the country 
that is not possible to deal with. It may wear itself out. It may give birth to some

THE BARUCH CASE AT CORFU. 


We are pleased to learn from a correspondent at Corfu that the three 
members of the Barach family of Alexandria, who since the 9th of August have 
been detained at Corfu, have been finally and bonourably acquitted of the grave 
crime with which they were charged, and that they have left Corfu for Triesto 
within the last week. They have deemed it prudent not to return to Alexandria 
at present. 

It will be remembered that in the month of March last the body of a Greek 
child, Evangeli Fornaraki, was found in the water near the mole at Alexandria ; 
and notwithstanding the testimony of alarge number of leading local physicians, 
who declared that the boy bad died from drowning and that no blood had beeu 
drawn from his body, the fanatic Greek populace accused a Jewish family named 
Baruch (with which the deceased had been on intimate terms) of having killed 
him, in order to use his blood for the Passover Festival. To appease popular 
clamour, an International Commission Was appointed to investigate the cause of 
death, and, afier a long and painstaking inquiry, the views of the physicians 
were upheld by five out of the seven members of the Commission. The minosity, 
consisting of representatives of the Greek Coneul and of the Greek Patriarch, 
however, succeeded in having a charge of murder brought against the Baruch 
family, and as three members of the Baruchs were natives of Corfu, and hence 
Greek subjecte, they were transported to that island there to be tried on the 
capital charge. 

After several delays the trial of the prisoners took place during the month 
of December, when the accused were partially acquitted, the jadgment of the 
Court having been tantamount to the Scotch verdict of ‘‘ not proven.” Against 
this decision both the Pablic Prosecutor (who was favourably disposed to the 
Barnuchs) and the prisoners themselves appealed to a Higher Court, with the 
result already mentioned. The defence was ably conducted by two local advo- 
cates, one of them a Jew, who gave their services gratuitonsly. 


LIVERPOOL, 


At the annual meeting of the Liverpool Junior Conservative Club, held on 
Tuesday, it was unanimously resolved, on the motion of Mr, B. A. Grindley, and 
secorided by Mr. Luya, “ That the members of the club take the first opportunity 
that presents itself to deplore the persecution under which the Jews are now suffer- 
ing in Germany and Russia, and to protest in the name of humanity and Christianity 
against the persecutions. Further, to express a hope that the Governments of those 
countries will take speedy measures to put a stop to outrages that have become a 
scandal and a blot on their civilization.” : 

The Rev, Morris Joseph preached at the Princes Road Synagogue, 
Liverpool, last Sabbath on the crisis in Russia, his text being exodus i, 9-11. With 
the servitude of Israel in Egypt before their mind's eye, it might be said, remarked 
the preacher, that suffering had set its impress upon their people even before their 
birth, and it would seem as though the brand of woe which Israel bore when the 
Exodus brought him “ from darkness into light " was like the mark which children 
bear when they come into the world, never to fade away as long as he’ should live, 
The stern drama of suffering vehich was begun 3,000 years ago had continued 


" throughout the period of Ierae}’s life ; and its latest scenes wére being enacted at the 


present moment, They had only to substitute Russia for Egypt, the Czar for Pharaoh, 
and the sad story they had readthat morning was re-enacted, only with additional 
horrors, before their very eyes. After briefly giving a sketch of the horrors sufferred 
by the Russian Jews, the reverend preacher urged upon his hearers to do all that 
lay in their power, especially by the holding of public meetings, to rouse the publio 
opinion of England in condemnation of the outrages perpetrated upon their suffer- 
ing brethren and devoting to those fellow-Jews their thought, time, and worldly 
resources, | 

CENTRAL SyNAGOGUE.—The Rey, A. L. Green devoted his sermon on Sabbath 
last to oppression which the Jews have undergone from the earliest ages to the 
present day, taking as his text Exodus i. 8-12. in referring to the fate which had 
befallen some of the nations by whom the Jews had been persecuted, the reverend 


_ preacher said : Where now is Egypt, whose very weakness has proved its strength, and 


which but for that weakness, would long ago have been submerged under the slimy 
waters of its Nile ; where is Babylon, the very site of which is unknown ; where is 
Rome, the despised, wuich is supported solely by religious superstition and by 
homage paid to g man that is due to God only; where now is Spain, the whilom 
mistress of Europe; anc the Jews, where are we! We are here, every where, in 
numbers as great as when we were a separate nation in Palestine ; and in influence 
more potent than many a people on earth, And we shall continue to live as long 
as we maintain our belief in God and whilst we exist Israel will remain as tho 
teachers of mankind, . Depend on it that if we had preached doctrines inimical 
to the existence or belief in a God, or if we had became as degraded as the peoples 
by whom we have been evrrounded, there would have been no necessity for the 
nations to attempt to blot us out, we should have died a natural death. So much 


for the past. The drama of persecution is, however, not yet ended, We see it still — 


being played in Germany, the land of no religion, and in Russia, the land where 
religion exists only forone dominant class. In the one the Jews are being treated 
with contumely, in the other they are subjected to gross oppression, But let 
contumely and oppression go hand in hand as they will, they will never succeed in 
blotting us out, for persecntion instead of destroying us will only tend to weld us 


- closer together and to unite us once more into one great nation, firm in our belief in 


the one great God. 


BIRMINGHAM.—On Sabbath last, in the course of his sermon, the Rey, G, J, 
Emanuel referred at length to the Russian atrocities and urged all Jews to band 
themselves together for a mighty attempt at salvation by giving as much as they 
cculd afford in aid of those unhappy b.ethren under the dominion of the Czar. Such 
an effort could not fail to convince the Russian authorities that Jews all the world 
over were determined that a stop should be put to the abominable outrages that had 
been rampant in their dominions. The sermon bas’ been printed, by desire.—On 
Sunday evening at the “ Alliance” Society, Mr. E, L, Levy (President) read a short 
paper on ‘“ Newspapers at the Seaside,” which was well received by those aitend- 
‘ing, after which an impromptu debate was held.—Mr. Leopold Greenberg has been 
invited to repeat his Jecture on “An Irish Orator” at the Bristol Street Board 
Schools on Sunday next ; Councillor Thomas Martineau, J.P., will occupy the Chair.

Many of the 
leading public men of England—both lay and clerical— including the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Cardinal Manning, the Earl of Shaftesbury, the Bishop of Oxford, 
the Dean of Weertmineter, Canons Liddon and Farrar, and many others, have 
expreseed their willingness to assist in publicly denouncing, in the name of the 
Englieh people, the atrocities in Ruasia, as well asin helping to raise a fund for 
the relief of the suffering Jewa and to assist @m'gration. Mr. F. D. Mocatta, 
it will be remembered, has in our columns earnest'y advocated emigration. 
Hie has most munificently expressed hia willingness to personally subscribe

Orders were given for thoit immediate expulsion, 
aod employers of labour were warned no louger to harbour Jewish workmen. 

At the conclading sitting of the Conmmaission at Komonitz Podolsk, it-was 
decided to petition the Government to put no obstacles in the way of Jewa who 
desired to emigrate aud also to allow-them to reside in any part of Asiatic 
Russia. In the same town a meeting was held on the part of the Jewish con- 
gregation to consider the ways and means for fonnding an agricultaral colony 
in the neighbourhood, 4460 roubles. were subscribed at the mectiog for the 
object in view. 

The expulsion of Jewa haa been ordered from Wolostchik and from all 
places in that district which are situated within 50 wersts’ distance from the 
Austrian frontier. Within the last few weeks about 50 Jewi«b families arrived 
at Kichineff who -had beeo driven out of Ismail (Bessarabia), 

Great sativfaction is expreesed by our Hebrew contemporary J/amelitz, of - 
Rt. Petersburg, at the manner in which the Jowish recruits generaily are reepond- 
ing to the annual sammonos. There has been a marked decrease in the number 
of desertions ; in vearly every town not a single Jew has failed to anewer to the 
roll-call, The same journal publishes a letter. fron a Jewish agricultirist, who: 
fully explains the reasons. why Jews, as a rule, hold aloof from an agricultural 
calling, chief amoug them being the precarious tenure of lan }, the uncertain and 
insigaificant reeults, and the imperfections io the tool# and huplementa, 

Herr Friedenstein, a Jew attached to the editorial staff of the Tunesan- 
seiger, pobluhed at Libau, received from the police ndtice to quit the pl..ce on 
the ground that Jews who are not natives of Courland are not allowed to reside 
in Liban. He was ordered vo leave before the expiration of a week. Being an 
Austrian tubject, he hastened to his consul, who addressed A Tremonastrance to 
the chief of police. Herr Friedenstein then journeyed to Mitan, where he brought 
his case to the notice of the governor of the province, who extended to one 
month the time allowed to that gentleman to make arrangemen's for his 
departore Although apprised by the governor of this act of clemency, the 
chief of police at Liban refused to act on the instructions he had received aod 
compelled Herr Friedenstein to quit within the oriinally prescribed time, The 
Austrian consul has submitted the affair to the notice of his Government.

It is for na, with others, to-do what we can to keep the national 
conscience sensitive, to maintain a high moral public opinion, and such an opinion 
will not be without power, The public opinion of its neighbours may be a real 
strength to a right-minded Government, We may not think that the outrages from 
which the Jews are suffering in Rus-ia have the countenance of the Government, 
But they have not been instantaneously and sternly repressed, and once more we see 
this singular people the victims of uogoverned barbarism How much the world 
owes them, and with what strange coin it has paid them for their services! Why, 
we owe more to them than to any nation in the world. Greece and Rome are nothing 
to Jerusalem. T need not think of eminent.men and services in modern days, nor 
yet of the time of which it has been said that together with the Spanish Arabs 
* they kept alive the flame of learning during the deep darkness of the middle ages, © 
I take the Bible, Old and New Testament, as a contribution to the wealth of the 
world, which should make us look upon a Jew with gratitude whenever we see him 
What are Horace awd Cicero to Isaiah and Paul?. We are indebted for our religion, 
and heretn for our civilization, to the Jews, And yet this is the nation whic) Chris- 
tiana have ravaged in almost every century. We may blush for the crimes of rabble 
crusaders, for those of our own country in the time of John, and for those of Spain 
at. the close of the lith century. But is it not time that-these things had come to 
an end? Do these burning ravaging Christians know that their S@#iour—the God 
they worship—wasa Jew! We-may plead semi-barbarism as an excuse for the past. 
Well, perhaps it may be pleaded for the Russia of the present But at least no such 


_ plea can be put up for Germany, which lighted the contl vgration which now devas- 


tates Ruesia, and for her mu-t remain the sterner condemnation. Lamanity, grati- 
tude, and the Christian religion alike, call upon us to denounce the crimes from. which 
an eminent-and helplces people are now suffering. 


NARRATIVE BY AN EYE-WITNESS 


A Rassian, named Myer Bankanovitch, who has just arrived at Liverpool 
from Smilla,in the province of Gebomo, in Southern Russia; and who was an 
eve- witness of the scenes described, has supplied the following narrative to the 
Press Aseociation : 

“For years the Jews in the town of Smilla,.of whom there were about 2,000 
families, have lived in a state of terror from the insults and indignities which they 
have had to suffer at the hands of the Christians, and from a system of robbery 
ail yh rsecution. which has never been checked by the authorities. So precarions 
lias been their personal safety that many of. those who could afferd it have had to 
remove: tly ir wives and families.out of the town to the. remoter districts and 
residences of friends. ‘The outbursts of terrorism ocenrred chiefly at the monthly 
fairs, when large nimbers of fariners and peasants assembled.in the town, and 
the immediate Cause of the fierce persecut ions of the last few months. arose from 
an incident at one of. these fairs. A Jewish dealer hid bought a cow for -25 
roubles, and a farmer who had been bargaining for the same animal heard of the 
transaction, and came up.to the Jew asking how he dared to buy. it. Many of the 
farmers about were inflamed with drink, and they gathered round ‘and threatened 
him. The Jew, fearing ftl-treatment, said it was true he had bought the cow, 
but offered to let the farmer have it. The farmer and his companions then 
attacked the offending Jew and brutally beat him, and the disturbance’ arousing 
the attention of the people in the neighbourhood, a mob assembled, and the 
townspeople incited the farmers to attack other Jews. The drinking-houses were 
thrown open, pnd drink was freely given to the fanatical populace, Large 
nuinbers of the townspeople went round with the-mob, and pointed out the 
quarters — were the Jews lived. The public drinking-hopses kept by Jews 
were first broken into, and the casks rolled into the streets. Some of them were 
smashed, and the, people drank the raw spirits: out of the streets. These acts 
were followed by the lweaking open of the warehouses and places. of business kept 
hy Jews, which were wrecked, goods of all kinds being thrown into the streets and 
trampled upon in the mad orgies which ensued, Furniture. and cupboards were 
broken into and ransacked, and in one warchouse alone, kept by a man named 
Berkowich, spirits to the value of 50,000 roubles were emptied into the street, 
excepting such quantities as were carried off or consumed by the mob. Many of 
the populace of the town joined the mob in their attacks, while others, including 
even the police, incited them to continue their violence, They broke into many 
houses and plundered them in the sight of the authorities, grossly ill-treating the 
mmates in every mstince. 

‘One house was that of an old man named Abraham Miller, who was much be- 
loved and respected by the Jews... He was over 70 years of age, and lived with his 
wife, son, and daughter-in-law, and two grandchildren. When the marauders 
attacked his house all the family took refuge at the top of the premises, and tried 
to hide themselves. ‘Théy were discovered and tiercely attacked. “The. old man 
and his son, driven to bay, killed two of their assailants, bat they were soon over- 
powered and dragged dow n the stairs and cruelly maltreated. The women were 
outraged, and every member of the family, including the children, was afterwards 
brutally murdered. I speak from my own personal knowledge of these facts, and 
from what I saw and knew, I selemnly declare there were not less than 50 or 60 
women and young girls outraged by the mob. One girl, whom I knew, ultimately 
died’ from the effects: of this revolting treatment. Other and unspeakable 
horrors: of a like nature came under my observation, and a woman who was 
enceinte died from the effects of these diabolical outrages. . It is impossible 
for me to give any idea of the number of Jews who were killed, but the 
whole of the 2,000 families were attacked, and numbers were killed, especially 
in those cases where there was any attempt made‘at defence. The houses in 
nearly all cases were pillaged, the only class of Jews who escaped the fury 


of the mob being the Jewish butchers, who lived all in one street, and who 


assembled and armed themselves. They were not seriously attacked, and when 


there appeared to be a probability of an organised battle between the mob and | 


the butchers, a few of the soldiery made their appearance, aud prevented the 
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attack by diverting the attention of the mob, The reign of terror in Smilla lasted 
on one occasion for 30 hours, there being no attempt on the part of the police or 
military to quell the riot. A number of the Jews escaped to Kiev, a large town 
some little distance off, but hundreds of them remain in a state of destitution and 
despair. I believe that every Jew would leave Russia if he could possibly do so, 
and our only hope of existence is in getting into districts where the fanaticism is 
not so fierce, and in trusting to the help of other members of the Jewish com- 
secutors. The sacrifices which were made by the Jews one for another, and the 
endeavours made to shield each other from the fury of the mob, were in many 
jnstanees of a most touching character. Instead of assisting the persecuted 
people, the police mingled with the erowds in the houses of the Jews while the 
furniture was being broken to atoms and the valuables being thrown out. of the 
windows or confiscated.. All the interference which the police exercised was 
occasionally to ask the crowd to behave “gently ”’ while they were looking on at 
the devastation. A few soldiers in the stréets also watched what was going on, 
and, in answer to the heartrending appeals for protection from the women and 
children, told them to have patience. This IT saw with my own eyes. Wherever 


the mob came across paper money they tore the notes into. shreds, 
and seattered -them in the but they. retained all coin and 
valuables... They tore up bedding of all kinds, Zand. the streets pre- 
sented the appearance of there having been. a snowstorm. In . my 


own house 1 was able to conceal my wife and four children for a time, “but 
‘ ventually they were found by the mob, and. dragged downstairs to witness the 
robbery and.wreck of their home. The crowd took some diamonds, gold and silver, 
and all of my savings, amounting to 4,000 ronbles, broke my furniture, and threw 
my goods into the streets. I made no resistance, though myself, my wife, ani 
children were beaten and ill treated. None of us, however, were seriously injured. 
So completely was my home devastated, that such of my effects as were left only 
realised £10. I placed my family in safety with some friends at a distance, and 
made my way to Berlin, where I was assisted by some benevolent persons to 
Hamburg, and came thence to England. In addition to the details I have given, 
I may mention that when the worst of these riots were over the farmers and 
o‘hers living in the country deliberately loaded their wagons with the spoils stolen 
from the Jews, and drove off with it. Many-of the townspeople adopted. disguises 
when they took part in the riots, and they were afterwards to be seen beldly 
wearing the clothing stolén from Jewish families, while the Jews were afraid of 
cl Liming the FO wis for fear of molestation, Some of the rioters charyved the Jews 
with having originated the disturbances,.and eight-or ten Jews were arrested and 
thrown into prison. ‘These people were absolutely innocent of any offence, and 
their punishment, was a mockery and a crime. Few, if any, of the populace were 
arrested, although the atrocities on the Jews were committed wholesale,and under 
the eves of the soldiers, who frequently helped the rioters to maltreat the Jewish 
people. The latter are never allowed to go about in greups for their own pro- 
tection, and no news of these events was ever permitted to leave the town either 
in newspapers or correspondence.” 

M. Bankanovitch. was a well-todo-merchant, having his place of business in the 
Zitomirer Strasse, in Smilla. He had a large stock of woollen drapery, of which 
he was robbed in the riots, which he has described. He isa man of about forty 
years of age, but looks prematurely aged and careworn, having passed through 
yreat privation and snffering. He has in his possession ’a document from the 
Jewish ministers and others of Smilla, testifying to some of the circumstances he 
describes, and agreeing-generally as to the facts. They state that the Russian mob 
surrounded his house like wolves; that. he had lived there for many years as a 
peaceful and honest citizen; that whenever the Jews were insulted or robbed 
they dare not make the slightest complaint for fear of arousing the feeling of 
the peasantry and eausinga disturbance, which is.no unusual thing; that farmers 
coming from the country on fair days nearly always called after the Jews in the 
street, and threatened to murder them; and that they carried on these insults 
and cruelties withimpunity.. The document which M. Bankanovitch has brought 
with him to authenticate his story is signed by the Rev. Abraham Jacob Tuersky, 
the Rev. Israel Yarpolsky, and the Rev. E. Slipegalman, who are the Jewish 
ministers of Smilla, and also hy Abram Ben Spigelman, the president of the 
Jewish community in that town.. M. Bankanovitch has. some well-to-do-friends 
at the Cape, to whom he is. making his way, and he will be assisted in this object 
by a grant from the Russian Relief Fund.

Sir,—The admirable leader in the Times of this day renders it almost 
superfluons to reply to the monstroua assertions and imputations contained in 
the letter of “O K.” But there yet remain a few points on which it may be 
advisable to enlighten your readers, 

“OK.” informe you:—" We have two kinds of Jewa in Russia, the Tal- 
mudiet and the Karaite. It is only the former who have suffered, Not one bair 
of the head of a Karaite Jew bas been touched, even in the worst of riots.” 
Would any on. reading this clever statement of “O K.,” whose position in 
this country is perfectly well understood, credit the fact, for which T vouch, that 
among a population of three-and-a-half millions of Jews in Russia are to he found 
not more than 3,000 Karaites, and that these are chiefly centred in the Crimea ? 
In one only of the 160 localities where the Jews have eo terribly suffered, viz., 
in Odessa, does a congregation of Karaites exist, and their numbers (not exceed- 
ing 200 souls) and influence here are so insignificant that they may be ignored. 
[t is, indeed, an adroit move on the part of the Russian Government to make a 
show of liberality by affording protection to thease few members of a small 
dissenting body, which, according to Fiirst and other trustworthy writers, is fast 
disappearing. The Russians have no reason to fear the rivalry of a woribund 
sect of such petty dimensions, and can easily afford ta tolerate them, while the 
so-called Talmudist Jews, by their numbers, industry, and thrift, unhappily 
excite their envy and il’-will. 

Grave doubts have been cast upon the authenticity of the address to the 
Jews of Russia quoted by “O. K.” purporting to emanate from the Karaite 
sect ; the document may, like the forged ukase, prove to be a fa>rication. If, 
however, it be gennine it exhibits a tergiversatioa so lamentable, a lack of 
brotherly sympathy so anratural that it can only be supposed to have been 
extoried by the application of a moral thumbscrew, and in exchange for the 
protection now ostentatiously proclaimed, 

“QO. K.” farther tells your readers that the Jews of England were silent 
at the time of the Bolvarian a'rocities. So glaring a distortion of fact on tho 
part of this writer forcibly reminds one of Sir Heory Wotton's definition of an 
Ambarsador. From every Jewish pulpit denunciations of these horrora wers 
sounded, and prayers for their cessation were off-red up. Noone conld have 
denounced the perpetrators with more intensity of feeling than dit Mr. Serjvant 
Simon in the House of Commons. It ia, indeed, a novel accusation launched 
against Judaism that it looks with complacency upon bloodshed and outrage. 

Bat one of the saddest incidents of these unhappy eventa ia that we see in 
*“O.K.” a Rossian woman who seeks to justify these barbarities, and has not 
even a word of sympathy for the oatraged suff +rers of bor own sox. Happy it 
is for civilized humanity that the bare unvarnished tale of woe that has appeared 
in the Zimes has caused the great heart of England to throb, and has evoked 
from the most eminent of our Cbristian fellow-citizens eo unanimous a con- 
demnation of Rassian atrocities aod sach hearty offers of active sympathy.

That, after the events of May, June, and July, any person in authority in 
Russia should in August have been thinking of aught else but the protection of 
Jewieh lives and the honour of Jowish women ia the tirs: surprise that meets ug 
in this remarkable document, But that no word of reprimand siiould-be addressed 
to those who had indulged in such misdeeds is a severer surprise still, the only 
allusion tothe whole catsiogue of horrors being couched ia the half-apologetic 
allusion to * protests” that have taken so deplorable a form.. It is certain that 
the direct. cause of the objection of the Russians to their Jewish fellow-citizens 
is the natural resalt of the Russian laws which restrict their rights and mark 
them off from the rest ef the nation.

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THE ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS AT WARSAW. 


A NARRATIVE FROM THE BORDERS, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
LYCK, 8TH JANUARY, 1882, 

Little did I think, when at the close of the preceding year I sent you a 
sketch depicting the sufferings of our coreligionista in Russia, that I should 
goon after have to report to you the tidings of the frightful catastrophe that 
has suddenly befallen our Jewish brethren in Warsaw, and which bas resulted in 
so much misery and loss of life and property. It is true that the public journals 
contained more or less detailed accounts of the disaster, but many of the facts 
remain unpublished. Through my trustworthy informants, for the truth of 
whose reports I can vouch, I am in a position to place before your readers some 
interesting and important data respecting the calamity. 

A few weeks before the late festival of the Christian church a ramour was 
here and there circulated in Warsaw that the Christmas holidays would be made 
the occasion for an attack upon the Jewish population of the city. This rumour 
may have caused a little anxiety, on account of the excited state of the drunken 
populace during the holiday season, a state which might render them somewhat 
dangerous to the public peace ; but as there were no indications of the coming 
storm, no credence was given to the report, and precautionary measures were, 
therefore, not adopted. To make matters worse, however, Gencral Buturlin, the 
Chief of Police, a well-disposed and exttemely energetic man, left Warsaw 
before Christmas on a lengthy leave of absence. On the 25th of December the 
terrible cry of “ fire”’ startled the worshippers at the Roman Catholic church of 
the Holy Cross. In the confusion which ensued many persons were crushed in 
their anxiety to reach the doors of the edifice, and in fact some lives were lost. 
With lightning speed a report spread throughout the city that a Jewish pick- 
pocket, having been detected in the act of stealing, had, in order to save himself, 
hit upon the idea of creating a panic, and hed therefore uttered the awful 
word “ fire.” A Jew the cause of ‘the accident! Quickly the mob assembled, 
ard, amid a terrific uproar, they proceeded towards those streets which are 
epecially inhabited by Jews. Young and old, men, women, and children, fel! 
victims to their unrestrained fery. Numerous Jews were mortally injured, and 
their property was either destroyed or carried off. From the speed with which 
the mob entered on their nefarious work, from the fact that the alarm of fire 
broke out simultaneously in several churches, and especially from the fact that 
here and there the work of destruction had commenced even before the occur- 
rence at the Church of the Cross, it is impossible to arrive at.any other conclu- 
sion than that the plan of committing outrages: upon the Jews had been 
pre-arranged, and that the actors only awaited the signal to commence their atro 
cious proceedings. | 

The destraction and theft of Jewish: property in Warsaw far exceeds the 
losses sustained by Jews at Kieff, Odessa, Elizabethgrad, &c., during the earlier 
part of last year, Some idea of the havoc that bas been wrought may be 
gathered from the fact that 40 streets have been completely destroyed, and that 
6.500 Jewish families have, in the literal sense of the word, become breadlees. 
How many lives have been, or may yet be lost, cannot at present be stated with 
accuracy ; but many a Jewish household is plunged into mourning througb the 
death of near and dear relatives, whi'st in several homes seriously injured 
individuals are still lying with their lives hanging iv the balance. The mob, 
having had the rein given to their passions, were not likely to let so favourable 
an opportunity slip out of their hands; hence it is that, in addition to numerous 


private dwellings, the Jewish hospitals are filled with more or less injured 


coreligionists. Oa the 26th and 27th December the Jewish population was once 
again alarmed ; once more they saw themselves abandoned to the fury of the 
maddened masses. Where were the police? Where were the militaty ? is a 
question which naturally comes uppermost in the minds of those who follow 
this recital of unchecked crime and violence. The Government offer the partly 
ridiculous, partly contemptible excuse that the police force was too weak. Poor 
weak police! What strength do they not display when they carry into execution 
the barbarous regulations of the despots who govern ia other parts of the 
Empire! The military, who muster upwards of 40,000 men, received orders nut 
to use their weapons, When should they use them, if not to protect the 


4 endangered lives and property of a large portion of the population against the 


violence of the mob? In holy Russia the authorities entertain strange ideas as 
It wonld have been an easy task 
for the police and the military to.have restored order if they bad wished, but no 


such thing was thought of. On the contrary, in several streets the police were 


BS s0 kind as to lighten the work of the thieves by helping them to carry off their 


"* booty.

Jews were repeatedly prevented from offering even a weak defence. In civilized 


® . countries such actions as I have here described would be looked upon as dis-— 


graceful; in Russia, on the other hand, it is considered to be most honourable. 
Only in the Wolinski district were the Jews able to make a successful stand 


% against their assailants. A commissary of police who, having summoned the 
"> mob to clear the place, received for reply a stone which was hurled at his head, 


took revenge by giving the Jews permission to defend themselves. A lively 


© struggle ensued ; the Jews pressed forth with vigour, but it was not till several 
among them had fallen to the ground dangerously wounded, that they succeeded 


in driving back the enemy. The conflict presented an extraordinary sight, for 


» the police stood passively by as if the scene which was being enacted before 


their very eyes was nothing more than an amusing farce. 
On the second day the Prince-Governor, Lieutenant-General Albedinski, 


| 4ppeared on the scene; calmly and in very mild language he’ exhorted the 


drunken rabble to desist from their work, and in order to succeed the better he 


} even flattered them. That such an impotent course of action did not-make the 


slightest impression was but natural ; the populace were not likely to be turned 
away from their brutal enjoyment by soft words, and so they coutinued their 
depredations and outrages, if anything with renewed vigour. 

My correspondent tells me that when on the third day of the riots he passed 
through the Grzybow Street the impression which the scene made on his mind 
was that the locality had been subjected to a bombardment. The débris of 
houses and of furniture with which the street was strewn, and which rendered 
the thoroughfare almost impassable, caught the eye in every part, and inter-

With the return of the energetic General Buturlin a change came over th 
scene. Peace was restored, and oy his orders upwards of 2,000 individuals were 
arrested, and an investigation into the disturbances was at once commenced. 
To the credit of the intelligent portion of the Christian population it ninst be 
observed, that they not only held aloof from the violent onslaught on the Jews, 
but gave public expression to their abhorrence of the crime. 

Contrary to the action of their confréres in Southern Rassia, the editors o 
the Wareaw journals have, in energetic and strong language, condemned the 
atrocities, and bave given practical effect to their sympathy by opening eub- 
scription lists in aid of destitute Jows. The appeals of the journalists havo 
been liberally responded to by the Christian residents, but their benevolence 
cannot repair the mischief that has been done to 6,500 Jewish families. More 
than 30,000 persons have to be fed daily. Jews, who only lately were wealthy 
and charitable, have now to beg for their daily bread. The misery of our 
brethren in Warsaw is beartrending. The Jewish communities in the smaller 
tewns of Poland are filled with dread, lest they thomiselves should in turn witness 
before their eyes a repetition of the scenes at Warsaw. The district chief of 
our frontier town recently summoned the rabbis and lay heads of the Jewish 
congregations, and impressed on them the necessity of adopting every preeau- 
tion to make a conflict between the Jews and Christians impossible. The Jews 
rhould quietly and patiently submit to insults, no matter of how groes a character 
it might be, and further, tbey should not remind their Coristian debtors of their 
obligations. If the matter were not so tragical, one would feel inclined to laugh 
outright at the idea that the Russian Government knows of no other means of 
protecting its threatened subjects than with the advice | have just mentioned, 

It has to be noticed that the rioters at Wareaw were commanded by persons 
who epoke in Russian, and that the word spread from mouth to mouth that th 
Governor had ordered a three days’ plunder of the Jews. The deputation of 
citizens who waited on the Governor, with the request that he should take oner- 
getic measures to restore order, were told by him that they were deceiving 
themselves with regard to the gravity of the situation, and that the whole affair 
was mere child’s play. And so they were only children who have brought 
suffering and misery, which could easily have been prevented, on 30,000 inoffen- 
sive persons. 

The events at Warsaw bave for the moment withdrawn public attention 
from what is going on in other parts of the Empire. At Theodosia, in the 
Crimea, the hatred of the populace against the Jews burst out with sad results 
for the latter. The police awaited orders from the Governor before interfering, 
and when these orders reached them the mischief had already been done,. ‘It is 
clear that the Government is pursuing a certain defined policy in this question, 
and our coreligionists are observing at last that the Government are determined 
not to assist in promoting the welfare of the Jews.. The Governor of Zitomir, 
who too warmly defended the Jaws before the local commission, was suddenly 
dismiseed from his post, and in his successor the town received a veritable enemy 
to the Jews. What else is in store for our unhappy brethren in the near future ? 
God only knows. 

The European press, even the Liberal section with but fow exceptions, treat 
the recent cccurrences with extreme coldness, Why make a fuss, they are only 
Jews! What a noise these journals would make, however, if in some remote 
corner of the earth the least ‘injuetice were done toa Christian! Yes, peasants, 
that would be quite a different thing. 


Several interesting facts in connection with the disturbances and with the 
sympathy displayed towards the Jews have reached us from other sources. The 
greatest praise is due to General Buterlin, the Chief of the Police, for the ener- 
getic and prompt action be took immediately on his return to Warsaw, by means 
of which he quickly succeeded in quelling the riots. Indeed, it is believed that

misery, he personally distributed food clothing and money among some hundreds 
of Jewish families, whom he thus rescued from starvation. He also made it 


applied at his house for that purpose. Among other tokens of sympathy, it 
deserves to be mentioned that the Archbishop of Warsaw caused a_ pastoral 
letter to be read in the churches of bis diocese, in which he urged brotherly ee 
concord between Jews and Christians, and strongly condemned the outrages — 
that had taken place, and several Christian ladies belonging to the nobility have 
been busily engaged in*making clothing for the destitute sufferers. 
When it became known that whilst the Jewish surgeon, Dr. Reiswasser, 
was engaged in attending to the injured persons at the Cliurch of the Holy 
Cross, his house was wrecked by the rioters aud a large amount of money stolen 
by them, many benevolent Christians sent cordial letters of sympathy to 
the doctor accompanied by gifts of money towards repairing the loss he had 
sustained. Dr. Reiswasser, however, wrote to the Warsaw Courier that although 
he had been completely ruined he would accept nothiog for himself, and that 
he would devote half of the money he had received to the benefit of the orphans 
of the persons killed during the panic at the church, and the other half to the 
relief of his suffering coreligionists, 2

. Mr. 8. Monracu, while agreeing that public meetings should be held, thought 
that euch a step which was indeed the last shot which the Jews here could fire, 
should be deferred for a week or two, If the memorial to the Czar failed, and he 
was not sanguine of success, they would stand better in the eyes of the world with 
regard to meetings, whilst if the meetings were held at once it was probable that 
the memorial might be rejected. 
Mr, H. A. IsRAEL thought that the Executive Committee being only a eub- 
committee, they should have called together the plenary body, so that the members 
might have had placed before them the information which ad been elicited that 
evening in an informal manner, He urged that the Board should request the 
Executive Committee to summon the entire Rnsso-Jewish Committee in order that 
the question of public meetings might be discussed without delay. Public opinion 
had now been aroused to such an extent that the more the Jews agitated in the 
matter the better would they be able to obtain the co-operation of the English 
Government and also of foreign governments. 
Mr. Lovss Hyams was of opinion that the whole subject had been left to the 
Executive Committee, and the Board had, therefore, no right to interfere at this 
juncture, He disapproved of the action taken by the Anglo-Jewish Association 
which he thonght had stultified iteelf in the matter. 
The same view of the subject was subsequently taken by Mesers. H. SoLOMON, 
Henry Harris, 8. V. ABRAHAM, 8S. ScHLoss and Henry NATHAN, all of whom 
expressed their perfect confidence in the work done by the Executive Committee, 
On the other hand, Mr. AprAnHAM Levy, Mr. Morris 8, Josern and Mr. JAFFE 
expressed the opinion that something more should be done than memoralizing the 
Czar. Now that the press and eminent Christians had been aroused in favour of the 
Jews in Russia, the Jews in England should have the courage of their opinions and 
boldly come forward to denounce the outrages to which their coreligionists had been 
subjected, 
After a few observations from Mr, Lewis EMAYUEL in favour of the course 
hitherto pursued, and on certain suggestions which had been made to the Russo- 
Jewish Executive Committee, 
The CHAIRMAN said it was important to note that the memorial contained no 
imputations against the Russian Government. Before attacking that Government 
at meetings it was necessary that it shonld be memorialized. He assured the Board 
that many of the arguments they had listened to that evening had been advanced at 
the last meeting of the Executive Committee, and it was after very earnest con- 
sideration that they had adopted the course to which objection had been raised in 
certain quarters, The Board had joined the Anglo-Jewish Association and he, there- 
fore, could not understand how they could now give directions to that Committee, 
although any member of the Board was competent to express his opinions, It was a 
mistake to suppore that they had determined to hold no public meetings, and the 
resolution which had been arrived at on the subject had been most carefully 
worded in this respect.

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THE CRISIS IN JEWISH HISTORY. 


BY JURISCONSULTUS, 

The events of the last and of the opening of the present week are ofa incalcul- 
able importance in the prospect they open up of something like tangible help for the 
Jews of Ruasia in this hour of their utmost need, They show us the world of liberal 
and Christian England about to put itself in motion for their relief. They afford the 
epectacle, than which none can be more impressive, of this “ weary Titan,” this slow 
but sure, this patient but irresistible England, mother of Parliaments, exemplar of 
Freedom, the chief source of justice, the pelitical light of the modern world, rousing 
herself once again to one of those expressions of majestic wrath with colossal 
iniquity. which have done more for Humanity than aught except the Revelation of 
The press of the country speaks with one voice, 
And those who have been its chief leaders in some of the most glorious battles for the 
weak and the oppressed are beginning to utter those trumpet calls to action which 
have never failed to be responded to by the march of millions in something better 
than the serried ranks of those who waste the lands with fire and sword, None can 
fail to see that the moment when these lines are penned is one fraught with conse-

call, I venture to suggest to those bodies and persons at present collected into one 
or another form of inorganization, either illusory or inadequate to the present and 
grievous needs, that they do all now carefully review their own position and 
responsibilities in this business, At present there are three bodies who are in the 
front of the matter; the Board of Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Association, and the 
so-called “‘ Committee ” of fifteen. And what I would especially urge upon them is 
that, cgntributing as they do at present to no tangible and visible element of force in 

and for this preseat struggle, this their inaction or non-action has the incidental effect 
of arresting action on the part of the Jewish communily at large ; and that this 
consideration is of the most serious import at this moment when the Jewish people 
throughout England ought surely to be prepared in some way to second and co- 
operate with those not of their body who seem all but ready of their own accord to 
spring to the defence of the Jews; a readiness which might yet be baffled and brought 
to nought by the passiveness of the Jews themselves, but which may be turned into 
a fixed purpose, with land-wide execution, if the Jewish people take the place they 
should in the contribution of moral and material means, I cannot but feel consider- 
able misgiving that this is really the issue, Were the signs now observable of fh 
general protest against Russia to come to nothing, it would assuredly be said that 
this was due to the fact that the Jews of England were not ready or willing to co- 
operate ; jast, or unjust, the accusation would be made ; and from the circumstances 
of the case it would admit of no answer, On the other hand, even in the most 
favourable case, of the movement occurring even without Jewish co-operation at 
large, that, surely, is not a contingency, not a state of things, which energetic Jews 
can contemplate with any sort of satisfaction. Sheep to be slaughtered in one 
country looking on unorganised in another, while those who are not Jews protest 
and denounce! Is //a/ an attitude fit for an energetic people with a great past and 
a greater future? It seems to me, rather, to invite the contempt of the world ; and 
that ata moment when it is more than ever desirable that whatever strength there 
may be in the Jewish hand, the Jewish brain, the Jewish soul, voice, and intellect, 
should assert themselves as peremptorily, yet as gracefully, as possible ; and do so 
in every region of the world where all these things enjoy the privilege of making 

themselves felt for what they are worth. 

Most earnestly, then, do I suggest that no further time be lost in bringing the 
Jewish people throughout the country into some co-ordination with a view to co- 
operation in any movement that may ‘takes place in any quarter on their behalf, 
This is not to say that they should necessarily be obtrusive in their participation in 
public meetings, for example ; though I cannot believe it right that the Jewish 
mind should be unrepresented even in these, Iam unable to view with satisfaction 
the prospect of public meetings the oratory whereof should be exclusively of the 
non-Jewish stamp, Those ought to be present at such meetings who could put 
in the weighty words that might become necessary if the championship of Jews took 
any form of the involuntary half-contemptuous kindness for those who have still 

the veil over their eyes ” ; which might be so natural with the sincere Christians 
who may be expected to be prominent on these occasions... The admirable Lord 
Shaftesbury himself, for example, might require protection from the temptation of 
setting the object named in the close of his letter to the 7imes, that, viz., of showing 
“to the whole world that the Christianity of this kingdom isa very different thing 
from the so-called Christianity of Russix” ahere that other object, which he had pre- 
viously stated in his letter, the real object of such meetings, the moral and religioua 
protests of a yreata nid Tree people ; in which, as this good and great man truly 
declares, “‘ there is a real and effective force that will reach, no doubt, the ears of 
even the Emperor himself and his responsiblejministers,”’ ! 

Of this “ great and free people’ the Jews now form by complete and total 
emancipation an integral part. They will mistake and confuse altogether the issues 
they won when they obtained their emancipation if they stand apart when the 
battle of England on behalf of truth, mercy, justice, right, liberty is waging ; only 
because it is in their own cause the fight is going on. This is England's greatest 
work, and they were emancipated to help England in doing it, Tf they do not see 
and act upon this principle the world might soon ask why they were ever let out of — 
the ghetto at all, and perhaps talk of sending them back there ; with a few precau- 
tions perhaps against a recurrence of firing of houses and burning of bodies and 
cutting of throats, such as the wicked old times rejoicedin, For their situation is 
everywhere precarious,

to Widows to the limited period just mentioned, and for the same reason four years 
have to elapse before a widow can for the second time become a recipient of the 
charity’s funds, The society numbers 578 members, who last year contributed 
£126 8s, 6d.* during the past year 23 widows were relieved by the society, each 
person receiving £4 5s, The amount of bounty paid to widows since the establish- — 


ment of the society, sixteen years ago, is £1,407, The following gentlemen were — 


elected Honorary Officers for the ensuing year: President, Mr. J. Sarfaty ; Vice- 
President, Mr. A. Limburg; Treasurer, Mr. J. Van Cleef ; Auditors, Messrs, E. De 
Haas, A. Solomons, and M. Staal.

(Loud applause), 
Whatever failings the Russian Jews, or some of them, may have manifested, these 
failings are not due to a tribal religion, but are the bitter fruit of the sad sufferiogs 
the Ruse«ian Jews have had to endure in’ times past, anil of the political and social 
repression they have experienced. (Cheers) I think that we Jewain England who 
enjoy full civil and political rights, and who have proved that the more the barriers 
are remaved which impede the progress of the Jews the more useful do. we becom? 
as subjects and servants of the State; we Jewa in England should address a respect- 
fu! remonstrance to the Czar in Rassia;-indeed, I may tell you that a memorial of 
this kind was being at my house night. (Loud cheers.) If this 
memorial should fail to meet with a favourable reception, and if the outrages which 
have desolated the hearths and homes of the Russian Jews should be repeated, it 
would then behove the Jews in England, ani it would behove our Christian fellow- 
citizens, to -dee’are quite as much, to declare with a voice and in words that canno$ 
be misunderstood or disregarded, that such outrages are a diagra%e to Christianity, 
and that all the civilized Ofristiaus.in Earope regret and lament them, (Load 
cheers.) Before 1 conclude let me tell you my opinion and views of questions akin 
to religion, Ido not believe that religidus views caanot be taught by force of logic. 
Let the professors of atl religions believe that they are in. po-session of the truth, 
and let them prove it by communicating this truth to their religious communities, 
As far as we are conc rpned, let us teach our people those truths which are common 
to Judaism and Christianity. Let us teach them to love their neighbouts, to keep 
their lives.as pure as were those of our aucestors, and to become useful and worthy 
citizens of the land.

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THE JEWS IN SMYRNA. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT | 


In the interests of your readeras I have been to the trouble of collecting 
some statistics regarding the Jewish population in the province of Anatolia, I 
give you below the results of my researches, but I warn you, however, that in 
default of an official tystem of registration, the numbers must not always be 
taken as strictly accurate. In every instance the two sets of figures following 
the names of the respective towns represent, the first the number of Jewish 
families, the second the number of boys attending the Talmud Torah School in 
each place: Smyrna, 5.000, 1,800; Aidin? 300, 180; Magnesia, 250, 154; 
Bournabat 200, 120; Cassaba 180,110; Pergamos 100, 80; Tyren 100, 80; 
Melasso 75, 60; Vourla 60, 40; Tehesmé 50, 26; Nasiii 35,20; Menemen 30, 
90+ Akhissar 25, 14; Kirk-Agatch 20, 10; Monlah 20, 12; Karatche 20,10. In 
the following ‘ive towns there are no Talmad Torah Schools, the figares there- 
fore, refor only to the number of Jewish families in each : Scala Nuova 15 ; 
Boudroun 15; Bonnar-Backi 15; Yeni‘je 12; Alascheir, 10. These numbers 
give a grand total of 6.522 Jewish families. and of 2.736 Jewish boys who 
frequent the Talmud Torat: Schools, The 6 522 families represent as near as 
possible 32,610 souls—the actual Jewioh population in this Vilayet. 

Itia to be observed that the number of children who attend the Talmud 
Torah Schools (as they are called ia tliere parts and where Hebrew reading atid 
religious instruction form the entire education .of the pupils) is comparatively 
small; there is, therefore, no need to be astonished any longer at the ignorance 
as well as the misery of the Jews in this province. In the whole Vilayet there 
are only three Jewish functionaries, and th@se are employed at the Telegraph 
office. There are, it is trae, Jewish members ia the majority of the tribunals 
and in the Manicipal Councils, bat their-duties are only honorary. Very few 
understand the vernacular, with the exception of the pupils issuing from the 
achool of the Alliance Israélite, some of whom miav aspire to obtain administra- 
tive employment. Apart from a swall number of ertisaos, nearly all able-bodied 
men. are engaged in trade of a more or less extensive character. It may be said 
without exaggeration that the majority are hawkers. Here in Smyrna there are 
several persona of both sexes who gain a-living by the fig trade, of which more 
anon. 


The relations between the Jews and the local authorities and their Christian. 


fellow-citizeas of other. creeds are, on the whole, satisfactory, and apart from 
soine isolated cases of persecution which happily become more and more rare, 
our coréligionists-in Anatolia enjoy the most complete’ liberty. Local Com- 
inittees of the Alliance I[srac'ite are in existence at Smyrna, Aidin, Melasso, 
Magnesia, Cassaba and Pergauie, aud the day ts not far distant when all the 
Jewish communities will be endo ved with good schocia, They already perceive 
the necessity of such schools, and asa first etep towards this end, and asevidcnce 
of their reforming intentions, they have set about reorganizing the Talmud 
Torahs. 

Nearly all the hints named above are traversed by railways. It 
is curious to note the persistency with which our coreligionists complain of the 
progress achieved through the mediam of the “iron monster” in the means of 
communication throughout the country. They maintain that basiness was much 
better in former times when the cauiel was the only mode of transport. The 
railway, they say, only benefits the peas nts. This is, in some respects, easy to 
understand in a country which has no other source of wealth but agriculture, and 
where industry 18 almost unknown. 

[t may not prove uninteresting if [-give your readers some information with 
regard to the fig trate as carried on inthis province. This frait, which is chiefly 
gathered in the sandjal: of Aidin, and which is exported to nearly every country 
in Europe and to America, gives occasion for important transactions, frora whieh 
the working classes, especially tliose amoag the Jews, obtain large profits, ‘The 
figs are gathered in the months of Augnst.and September, and as soon as they 
are dried they are sent for sale to Smyrna. The truit has then to pass ihrough 
several operations, which give employment to thonsands of persons guring a 
period of three months, ‘The beat workprople earn as muchas cight franea a 
day. This year the harvest, which was exceptionally good, produced 60 000 
loads, equal to albyout 300,000 quintals, The prices vary from 18. to 40 franes 
per quintal, according to quality, those called “ Kleme” being the best... The 
liuest qualities are generally exported to England, 

In common with other Jews in: this city, L-read with considerable interest 
the ** Note of. the Week” in one of your recent issaea on the subject of the 
Alliance School in this city. Your bypothesis is perfectly justified ; in fact, the 
elucational work of the Alliance is the most. efficacious means for raising the
